DRYS LATER TO FOLLOW WITH 
ARGUMENTS FOR TIGHTEN- 
ING ENFORCEMENT

Washington, April 5.— After 
six 
years of a hands off policy toward 
prohibition, congress today opened- a 
serious minded investigation with a 
view to possible changes in the law. 
Five eminent jurists composing a 
special senate judiciary sub-commit­ 
tee threw' open the doors of the old 
w ar draft room in the senate office 
building to hear the wets present 
their case for modification and the 
drys offer their arguments for tig h t­ 
ening enforcement. 
More than 20 wet witnesses ap­ 
peared, bishops, rabbis, government 
officials, judges, women social work­ 
ers, labor leaders and police, to start 
presentation of wet testimony 
for 
the six days alloted to the prosecu­ 
tion in this first trial of the prohibi­ 
tion case since its enactment. Others 
will follow them during the 
week 
and more than IOO are expected to 
take the stand to portray 
present 
conditions and suggest changes for 
government distribution of 
liquor, 
beer and light wines or local option 
for states and municipalities. 
“This will be an open forum for 
presentation of all evidence,'’ Chair­ 
man Means of the committee assured 
both sides before the hearings begAn. 
“ If the committee determines 
th at 
more evidence is needed 
after 
the 
wets have used their six days and 
the drys have used their six succeed­ 
ing days, it will summon whom it 
pleases.” 
The wet case was begun with an 
opening statement from Senator W il­ 
liam Cabel Bruce, democrat, 
Mary­ 
land. author of a resolution to per­ 
mit states and cities to decide w heth­ 
er they want prohibition or liquor 
dispensed by the government udder 
the Canadian system.

Bruce was to be followed Ibry Sen­ 
ator W alter E. 
Edge, 
republican. 
New Jersey, leader of the congres­ 
sional wet bloc. 
Edge was to sub­ 
mit his proposal for a national ref­ 
erendum on prohibition and his bill 
to amend the Volstead act, 
which 
now permits nothing of more than 
one half of one per cent of alcohol 
by substituting a phrase “ non I n ­ 
toxicating in fact,” th a t 
is wines 
and beers of strength which 
could 
not be taken in sufficient quantities 
to induce drunkenness. 
Then Colonel Julien Codman, leg­ 
al adviser of the consolidated wet 
organizations, was to make a brief 
statem ent before the first witness for 
the wets. 
General Lincoln C. Andrews, 
in 
charge of national prohibition 
en­ 
forcement, was called to the stand 
for examination by the committee of 
five, four drys and*one wet. 
Among those scheduled to appear 
in behalf of the wets are Thomas F.

CLAIMS DRY ACT SAS NO 
TRUE MORAL SANCTION 
Washington, April 5.— The prohi­ 
bition law has no true moral sanc­ 
tion of the people back of it, Senator 
William Cabel Bruce, democrat, of 
Maryland, told the

hearings committee here today 
at 
the outset of its investigation 
into 
proposals for a change. 
He charged th at drunkenness had 
increased; that the law itself 
en­ 
couraged 
faithless 
adm inistration; 
th a t corruption has grown among of­ 
ficials; th a t 300 smugglers are be­ 
sieging the coast; that even prison 
inmates are making their brew by 
simple process; th a t temperance has 
been forgotten and that the law is 
breaking down completely. 
To rem­ 
edy these alleged conditions Bruce 
suggested th a t the 
United 
States 
adopt the Canadian system of local 
option and government distribution. 
The government has tried honest­ 
ly for six years to enforce the law, 
he contended.

“ Accordingly the extradition m at­ 
ter was held open,

findings of the grand jury of Henne­ 
pin county, Minnesota. I understand 
that It has had this m atter under 
consideration for over two 
weeks, 
and the 58 witnesses were examined 
by the grand Jury and it reports that 
sufficient evidence has not been in­ 
troduced to warrant it in coming to 
a conclusion as to the cause of Mr. 
Birkeland’s death, and therefore it 
supports the coroner’s Jury findings 
in its verdict of ‘cause of death un­ 
known.’

T IM E FOK ('LEAK VIEW ON WAR D EBTS 


We are glad to see that the Senate through Senator Reed and 
Senator Borah replied to the strictures made against the United 
States recently by Winston Churchill, chancellor of the British 
exchequer, in connection with the American debt settlement. 
This talk spread in Europe that America is a grasping, 
money-mad nation, a Shylock when it comes to honest debt settle­ 
ments, has run about long enough and it is time such propaganda 
is checked. 
Senator Borah is chairman of the foreign relations commit­ 
tee. 
He is posted on facts and ought to know what he talking 
about. Here is how the Idaho senator clashed with Churchill: 
“As Great Britain is heralding to the world that we are a 
sordid people, let the w’orld understand that the wealth she gath­ 
ered to herself at the close of the war is not to be compared to 
any amount that she could have been called upon to pay to the 
United States under her debt agreement. 
“One million six hundred and seven thousand square miles 
of territory passed to the control of Great Britain after the war. 
This is worth infinitely more in natural wealth than any possible 
sum Great Britain could have been called upon to pay us. 
When 
the war ended the United States waived all claim to reparations. 
There was no reason why we should not have asked for a certain 
portion of reparations. 
“When it came to a division of the territory of the conquered 
nations, the representative of the United States at Versailles was 
careful to make it clearly understood that the United States sought 
no territory. 
“And finally, in making a settlement with Great Britain we 
forgave that country $3,500,000,000 of its debt figured on the basis 
of what the American taxpayer is called upon to pay as the differ­ 
ence on American Liberty bonds and the interest on the British 
settlement. 
These matters indicate to me that from the begin­ 
ning the United States was trying to arrive at a just and fair set­ 
tlement. 
There was no attempt to do other than to arrive at that 
end," 
Every war the United States waged has been in a just cause. 
It is one of the traditions of America to seize no conquered terri­ 
tory. 
True, we acquired the Philippines, hut paid Spain for the 
islands. 
We. bought Alaska and other territory, but never has 
America seized a foot of land. 
Men, money, ships, munitions 
poured out like a flood in the World war, hut America asked no 
territory in exchange.

O n e of the things in which the late Leon E. Lum took a deep 
interest was the preservation of our lake levels in the Brainerd 
lake region. 
Gull lake and other citizens frequently met, A. M. 
Opsahl being chairman in some instances and Mr. Lum clerk. 
Mr. Lum prepared much data and accumulated material which 
was presented to the government engineers and other interested 
parties. 
Congressman Harold Knutson was enlisted in the cause, as 
Avell as State Game and Pish Commissioner Gould. 
In a recent 
letter to Mr. Opsahl, Congressman Knutson tells of progress at­ 
tained in tho cause of adequate lake levels: 
“Game and Fish Commissioner Gould has written and sug­ 
gested that I introduce a hill to be attached in tho form of a rider 
to the Rivers and Harbors Bill, providing for minimum water 
levels in the reservoir lakes at the headwaters of the Mississippi 
river, stating that the present system was killing off the fish. 
Immediately upon its receipt I went over and had a conference 
with Chairman Dempsey, of the Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
and while he said he would want to confer with the Chief of’ En­ 
gineers before committing himself, I believe that this plan is 
feasible, and we may he able to get it through. 
“I will, therefore, write and ask you to kindly advise me at 
your earliest convenience as to what you consider the minimum 
water levels of Gull lake should he. 
I presume the dam tender 
could give you this information. 
It is going to he necessary to 
name each lake in the legislation and designate the minimum 
level to he maintained on said lake. 
“We have been quite busy the past week with an impeach­ 
ment trial, hence I have been able to do very little departmental 
or committee work.” 
The whole resort and tourist business is linked up with the 
preservation of adequate lake levels. 
If we lose our fish because 
of low levels, we lose one of our basic attractions and sink to the 
level of any fished-out lake region. 
It is hoped that our citizens 
working with Mr. Opsahl and Congressman Knutson may be able 
to evolve suitable legislation and the congressman he able to se­ 
cure its passage, which will remove that dread element of doubt 
now attaching to our variable system of levels.

Evidence That Game Was 
Played in Year 1760. 


The inquiries made by those who 
have searched Into the history of golf 
have elicited a fund of Interesting 
lore, and there are several outstand­ 
ing points which seem to have es­ 
caped attention completely by most 
of the players of this day. 
The most startling of those is that 
golf was first played, not in Scotland, 
which is generally supposed to have 
been its birthplace, but in Holland. In 
its primeval form the sport is believed 
to have been only a crude outline of 
what it is In its modern raiment, but 
the basic principles were unquestion­ 
ably there. 
In my time it has always amounted 
to sacrilege to advocate radical re­ 
forms In the game. The slight changes 
have invariably been more of an ex­ 
pedient 
nature 
than 
constitutional. 
A manifesto of the ancient St. An­ 
drews club of Scotland reads: 
“The 
game ceases to be golf as soon as the 
roles are broken at pleasure.” 
This 
refers more to arbitrary violations by 
Individuals, but the spirit buck of It 
Is the same as that which keeps the 
game free from tampering. 
There Is scattered evidence that 
golf was played sporadically In this 
country more than a century previous 
to the time it was placed on an en­ 
during basis In 1888, the year which 
is now accepted as marking its real 
beginning. 
I have heard authorities 
on the early history of the game tell 
of a blue law passed In the city of 
Albany, N. Y., in 1760, forbidding 
Sunday play. 
It 
is 
traditional 
that 
wherever 
Scotsmen went they took the game 
with them, In exactly the same man­ 
ner as baseball today follows Ameri­ 
cans over the face of the globe. 
In 
New York, the members of the St. 
Andrews society, which was founded 
In 1756 and was the outgrowth of the 
Scots society of New York, its senior 
by 12 years, made a practice of pro­ 
viding entertainment for the men who 
came here with the Scottish regiments 
In Colonial days. Golf was one of the 
diversions which It encouraged among 
the soldiers from the native land. 
But whatever golf was played here 
then was of an unorganized and local 
nature. 
It gained no foothold among 
native Americans. There is not even 
any record to show that it stirred suf­ 
ficient interest to be worthy of the 
rldicuh? which 
greeted 
Its 
revival 
more than one hundred years later. 
And with tile Revolution It died, leav­ 
ing only a few mourners, who, in 
•pite of the clannish Scottish spirit 
and the traditional Scottish love for 
old customs, were unable to refan the 
flame to life. 
It is unquestionably true that here 
and there over the land were Scots­ 
men who continued to swing clubs 
and at times even banded together 
and mapped out courses, as the rec­ 
ords of Texas and other Southern lo­ 
calities show 
but it remains that no 
effort to launch golf in the United 
States was genuinely successful until 
88 years ago. 
The fact that it had 
meanwhile taken strong hold In Can­ 
ada seemed to be without effect.—

New York, April 5.—Jack Delaney’s knockout victory over the veteran 
Mike MeTigue and Johnny Risko's decision defeat of Paul Berleubach has 
scrambled up the light heavyweight class considerable. 
McTigue’s defeat removed him, for the time at least, as a contender for 
the title and Berlenbach’s poor form in the bout against the young Cleveland 
heavyweight indicated that his position is none too secure. 
Berlenbach did not lose his title, of course, and he was handicapped by a 
difference of fifteen pounds in their weight hut his poor form indicated either 
that he is as good as he ever will be or that he can’t make the weight any 
longer.

Delaney was the only 175-pounder good enough to draw a house in a cham­ 
pionship fight. 
Berlenbach wanted to hold over the Delaney fight for the outdoor season 
and asked the commission for permission to box in the heavyweight class. 
Permission at first was denied and later he was told he could fight heavy­ 
weights but he would have to make the weight of his own class—175 pounds. 
Berlenbach thought he could do it but he learned he was mistaken and 
he took a fine licking from a youngster who is just out of the amateur class. 
Rislco is anything but a sap fighter. 
He has gone the limit with Gene 
Tunney and Delaney and his victory over Berlenbach was 
not a fluke. 
He 
might have won even if Berlenbach could have come in at catch weights. 
Berlenbach hasn’t improved much since he won the title. 
He is too wide 
open for his own comfort 
and any lighter who can be hit as easily as he can 
'ill always be in danger 
against a good sharp hitter. 
Delaney is just the type of a fighter to bother Berlenbach as he combines

..me back and won the decision in the second contest but Delaney was not 
himself then. 
He was just recovering from an attack of blood poisoning that nearly 
aused his death and he hasn’t recovered completely. 
He ought to be well 
this summer and if he is in condition he ought to be a favorite to take the 
title away from Berlenbach. 
MeTigue complains that the referee acted too hastily in stopping his 
fight with Delaney. 
There were only a few seconds to go before the end of 
the round and the former champion insists that his head was clear and that 
he was in good shape. 
He says he is not through as a fighter and intends to make another bid 
for the title after he takes a tour through the small town belts.
